SPRAY OUTFIT FOR ORCHARD 


Compressed-Air Devices Are Used But 


Are not as Popular as Gasoline 


Engines.

In the present crisis, the girl who enters a training- ::,< lioo! 


for nurses is uist as truly serving the cqlors as her brother in 
Irhaki. She is doing this literally from the first day of her train- 
ing, in helping with the care of the civilian sick, a service which 
has a part in releasing mor« graduate nurses for military .iuty. 


Every day of her trailing not only is of value to the student 


nnrae in preparing her for her profession, but is of this very 
special \wlue just now to her community. War always brings 
about an increased amount of sickness in the civilian population, 
which crowds the hospitals at the very time when their stall's. 
aie depleted because of the number who have gone for war serv- 
ice. 


The young student nurse, therefore, does two things at once. 


She helps in the most practical way with this situation, ami in 
•serving is preparing to assume the full responsibilities and oppor- 
tunities of the graduate nurse. And at the end of the tv-'o or 
three years of training, these opportunities will not be lessened, 
hut if anything increased. When the "war is over, the reconstruc- 
tion hospitals will still need nurses, the whole world will need 
nurses to carry out new measures for public health. 


So the call of the American Red Cross for 25,000 graduate 


nurses for the Army and Navy before the.end of the year is in 
reality a double call—asking, too, for thousands of young recruits 
to (ill in the ranks. 


Thorough training is the watchword for the nurse today. 


Wh.oe.ver makes possible the release of a thoroughly trained nurse 
for war duty is helping in a practical way to win the war. The 
young student nurse who answers this call to the Colors becomes, 
Jike her "older sister," the graduate nurse, a true soldier of life.

Spraying otitlit* for commercial or- 


cliurils and vineyards are generally op- 
erated by £K.si.i)ine engine;;, iiHhnutih 
traction sprayers uml compressed-air 
outfits are also in use. 


In the traction type of sprayer the 


primp is geared to or connected with 
the wheels mul the pressure is gener- 
ated while the spray rlf,' is moving. 
These sprayers are us.ed in vineyards, 
but more especially for low-growing 
crops. 
The difficulty of having suf- 


ficient pump capacity and pressure Is 
a serious objection to the traction type 
of sprayer for orchard and vineyard 
use. 


Coinpressed-air sprayers have been 


used more or less in orchard spraying 
but are much less popular than gaso- 
line-power 
outfits. 
Compressed-air 


sprayers are mounted low, and, owing 
to their small size anil liglit weight, 
may sometimes be used to advantage 
on steep hillsides where the ordinary 
power sprayers are impracticable. The 
compressed-air outfit consists of two 
tanks, cue for the nir and the other 
for the spray material. As the air is 
released into the spray tank, the spray 
material is forced out under a con- 
stantly decreasing pressure. The air- 
tank is charged at a central pumping 
station by means'of a compressed-air 
puinp. 


Spray pumps, operated by gasoline 


engines, are by far the most useful 
type of sprayer and are made in vari- 
ous «izes and styles to suit almost any 
requirement. 


The smallest power sprayers are 


nothing more than au ordinary barrel 
pump equipped with a small engine of 
1 to IVi horse power. These small 
mechanical outfits are higher in price 
than the hand pump, but are usually 
worth the additional first cost. They 
may be operated at a comparatively 
small cost and 'will give a steadier 
spray and at a higher pressure than 
will the pumps operated by hand. With 
the small power outfit one lead of hose 
Is generally used, but two leads may 
be employed if the pump lias sufficient 
capacity. 


Large power sprayers are made with 


pumps of from 2 to 4 cylinders, having 
a capacity of 5 to 15 or more gallons 
per minute under a pressure of 150 to 
300 pounds. These sprayers are oper- 
ated by gasoline engines of from 2 to 
12 horse power. 
For the 4-cylinder 


pumps of large capacity, auto-type 4- 
cyllnder engines of 10 to 12 horse power 
are sometimes used.

Text of Lesson, Mark 14:17-26—Mem- 


ory Verse I John, 3:16—Golden 
Text, Mark 14:38—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The incidents of our special lesson 


verses are Jesus' sorrowful announce- 
ment that one of them would betray 
nil... ami his eating the passover, nnd 
Institution of the supper by which his 
redeemed show forth his death till he 
com»; but we must try to consider the 
whole chapter. Verses 12 to 31 take us 
to the upper room where they kept the 
passflver; and all that he did and said 
that last evening that he spent with 
thorn before be suffered is recorded 
more fully in Luke 22:7-38 and John 
13 to 17 inclusive. The rest of the les- 
son chapter tells of Gethsemane and 
his arrest nnd his being brought be- 
fore Hie high priest and the council 
May the Lord give us what be would 
have us to receive from this wonderful 
portion. As to the place where they 
kept the pnssover, some one has sug- 
gested that it may have been the home 
of Mary the mother of Mark, whose 
husband was probably still alive at 
hat time, and Mark may have been 
the man bearing the pitcher of water. 
(See an article on page 4 of July, 19", 
Kingdom Titliugs.) Luke says that Pe- 
ter and John were sent to prepare the 
passover. One thing that interests me 
much in tills record, as well as In that 
of the ass' colt, is that they found It 
just as he told them (vs. 16; Luke 
19-3°), and my heart is often saying, 
'I believe God, that it shall be even as 
it was told me" (Acts 27 :25). He bad 
a great desire to eat that passover with 
them, for he would not pat it again 
until fulfilled in the Kingdom of God 
(I.uke 22:15-10). This leads us back 
to the night In Kgypt when the nation 
was born, and when there was safety 
only where he saw the blood, and 
points us onward to the rebirth of the 
nation at his coming according to Mic. 
7-15 16; Jer. 16:14, 15. Some of the 
sad events in that room that evening 
were the presence of the betrayer and 
the strife among the disciples as to 
whim of tbem should be the greatest 
(vs ' 18-21; Luke 22:24). He was al- 
ways a man of sorrows and acquainted 
with grief, misunderstood, unknown, 
hated, persecuted, and Jill for us, that 
being redeemed by his blood, we might 
follow in bis steps. As a servant wash- 
ing (heir feet he gave them an example 
of the lowliest service and Paul caught 
the right attitude when he spoke of 
himself as "Serving the Lord with all 
humility of mind" (Acts 20:19). 


In our brief space we hardly dare 


venture on anything from the wonder- 
ful discourse and prayer of John 14 to 
17, but we venture to suggest that it
